year.

xislneiis was founded in Patterson, 
N. J. and there are 120 silk mills In 
that city today. There wa« too much 
silk business for Pattenon. howavor, 
for labor troubles were encountered, 
Tho policy of the »l)k manufacturers 
now Is to scatter thoir 'mills and not 
concitrato them.

Scranton did bettor business during 
that strike than ever before or since. 


Ferdinand Muckloy, tho 
promoter 


who Is anxious to secure favorable 
concession from Connollsvlllo, stated 
that nothing would be more pleasing 
to himself or Mr. Dory. He expressed 
perfect willingness to have Mr. Dery 
come hero, but stated that he would 
not send for him unless tho situation 
was practically a sure thing for tho 
mill. Mr. Dery, he stated, personally

Cook told hts story before th« moit 
brilliant audience that tie has ad- 
dressed since ho left tho court ot Den- 
mark. 


Th« banquet was gives by tliu 


Arctic club of America, ot which Dr. 
Cook Is a member. In recognition of 
kin last polar venture, which culmi- 
nated la his announcement that tie 
had reached the north polo. 
While 


there was no official representative 
front either auto or notion, the as- 
semblage was cosmopolitan and on- 
thualttsllc. 


The addreos was not Technical. Ho 


expressed thanks (or the honor ac- 
corded him, reviewed the history cf 
man's endeavor to Attain the polo, 
paid tribute to the loyalty of John R. 
Bradley, the man whose money en- 
abled him to undertake the expedi- 
tion, answered briefly u few charges 
that have been otade Against him an»l 
reiterated that he unfurled the flag 
at the pole on April 21, 1008. Com' 
mander Peary's name ha did not men- 
tion, except at the end of nJs speech, 
•when he said: 


"There Is glory enough for alt." 


Then 
It was that Peary's name 


mingled with those ot other explorers 
to whom ha referred with reverence. 


Or. Ceok'i Bpteoh. 


Dr. Cook utild In part: 
"The key to frigid endeavor IB sub- 
sistence. There Is nothing in the en- 
tire realm of tho Arctic which Is Im- 
possible to man. 
If the animal flres 
are supplied with adequate fuel there 
Is no cold too severe and no obstacle 
tea great to surmount. No Important 
expedition has ever returned because 
of unscalable barriers or Impossible 
weather. The exhausted food aupply 
resulting from a limited means of 
transportation bad turned every as- 
pirant from his goat. 


"Our conquest was only possible 


with the accumulated lessons of early 
ages of experience. The failures of 
our Iran »ticc»ssful predecessors were 
stepping stones to ultimate success. 
The rent pathfinders of the pole were 
tha early Danish, the Dutch, the Eng- 
lish and the Nors<-, Italian nod Ameri- 
can explorer*. 
With these worthy 


forerunners we must therefore sham 
tha goorl fruits which your chairman 
has put Into my basket. 


"A simitar obligation Is due to th< 


wttd man 
Th.- twin families of wild 


folk, the Eskimo and the Indian, were 
important factors to ua. The use of 
pemmlean and the gnowshoe, which 
makes the penetration of the Arctic 
mystery b«n«ly possible, has boon 
borrowed front tho American tndlnn. 
Tha method of travel, thp motor force 
and the native Ingenuity, wlthotir 
which the polnr qtmst would be a 
hopeless task, have been taken from 
tho Eskimo. To sitvnge man. thwt" 
fors. who has no flag, we are bound 
to give a part of this fruit.
